Sometimes it is difficult to Rnow when

you should report a tip to the NCIS Text
and Web Tip Line. Here are a few examples
of when you should take action to help
ensure the safety of your fellow service
members. Remember you are not only
helping the Department of the Navy, you
are also potentially saving someone’s life.

SCENARIOS
- Ifyou see a fellow Sailor or Marine
smoRing Spice in your barracRs, let
NCIS Rnow.

- Ifyou have information that someone
is selling Spice to Sailors or Marines,
let NCIS Rnow.

- If you Rnow of service members going
to someone’s home to buy or use
Spice, let NCIS Rnow.

- Ifyou hear a group of service
members talking about going to a
party where Spice will be available, let
NCIS Rnow.

- Ifyou Rnow of drug dealers who are
targeting Sailors and Marines to buy
or distribute Spice, let NCIS Rnow.

- If you Rnow of any activity related to
Spice use or distribution, no matter
how small, let NCIS Rnow.

Sometimes it is difficult to do the right
thing. Either out of embarrassment or fear,
people fail to take action. The NCIS Text
and Web Tip Line makes it easy for you to
act. Help your fellow Sailors and Marines;
help your Navy and Marine Corps... if you
see something wrong, do something right!

HIGH RISK OF ADDICTION

Because of the unkRnowns regarding Spice
abuse, it's likRe playing Russian roulette, not
Rnowing what will happen when you pull
the trigger—or light that Spice cigarette.
Early research on synthetic cannabinoids
shows that they are highly addictive, and
users develop a tolerance quicRkly, which
results in a high liRelihood of dependency.

DON'T JEOPARDIZE YOUR FUTURE
When you use or distribute spice, you
leave your future to chance. And the
likelihood of success is zero. You should
seriously consider the consequences of
using synthetic cannabinoids—or any
drug—on your physical, financial, and
mental well-being.

CRIMES OF OPPORTUNITY

If you try Spice even once, you could have
such a severe reaction that you lose the
ability to control your surroundings or
even lose consciousness. When you are in
such an incapacitated state, you become
an attractive target to criminals, and you
are more likely to be a victim of robbery or
sexual assault.
